Help 188 Girls. 

In the short time tne fund has! 
been in operation the women have 
helped 188 girls in their school work. 
Of this, 105 have paid back to the 
fund all the money they used and 
most of them naid interest and there 
are now 83 who are using the fed- 
eration’s ntoney. By the time school 
opens next fall a considerable num- 
ber of these will have paid back part 
or all of the money they borrowed; 
so that the women will have ample 
funds to help an entirely new batch 
of girls start into special school 
work. : 

While the federation is a strong 
believer in a college education for 
women and urges women to go to 
it prefers to make its loans 
to girls who are mapping their school 


work for a professional career. 


who borrows money for a college 
course, just to be able to say that 
she has had a college education. A 
girl who wants to teach, be a chem- 
ist, physician, lawyer, dentist or even 
just to be a stenographer is looked 
upon with great favor by the women 
and has no trouble arranging for the 
loans from the scholarship fund. 
Girls Pay Back Moncy. 

Thus far not a single 
failed to make complete .payment of 
her loan, with interest. Every loan 
was made to a girl who could not go 
to school without the advancement 
of funds. It is not expected that the 
money will be paid back in a lump | 
sum. In fact, the women prefer that 
it be paid back in installments, as 
that provides some income to the 
fund all the time and allows the 
clubs to handle requests for funds at 
any time. 

Mrs. C. F. Henson of Paola is the 
chairman of the Scholarship Loan 
Fund of the Kansas Federation of 
Women's Clubs. She has been in 
active charge of the fund for some 
time and has a complete organization 
throughout the district, so that 
whenever a girl applies the commit- 
tee can make its investigations 
promptly and furnish the money 
without delay.

VERSAILLES, June 28.— World peace was signed and sealed 
in the historic Hall of Mirrors at Versailles this afternoon, but un- 
der circumstances which somewhat dimmed~the expectations of 
those who had worked and fought during long years of war and 
months of negotiations for its achievement. 

The absence of the Chinese delegates, who at the last moment 
were unable to reconcile themselves to the Shantung settlement 
and left the eastern empire outside the formal purviews of peace, 


which Gen. Jan Christian Smuts lodged with his signature was 
another disappointment to the makers of the treaty.

Germans in Bad Mood. 


To M. Clemenceau’s stern warning in his opening remarks that they 
would be expected, and held, to observe the treaty provisions legally and 
completely, the German delegates, through Dr. Haniel Von Haimhausen 
replied, after returning to the hotel, that had they known they would be 
treated on a different status after signing than the Allied representatives. 
as shown by their separate exit before the general body of the conference 
they never would have signed. 

Under the circumstances, the general tone of sentiment in the his- 
toric sitting was one rather of relief at the end of hostilities than of com- 
plete and unalloyed satisfaction. 

The ceremony came to a dramatic close —in fact it reached its highest 
dramatic pitch—-with the wild enthusiastic reception of President Wilson, 
M. Clemenceau and Lioyd George by the crowds outside the Palace, who 
ignored or disregarded the minor discords of the day. They tore the three 
statesmen from their escorts and almost carried them bodily in their 
progress through the chateau grounds, to watch the playing of the fountains 
—~a part of the program which had been planned as a dignified state pro- 
cessional of all the plenipotentiaries. 

The ceremony otherwise had been planned deliberately to be austere. 
befitting the sorrows and sufferings of almost five years and the lack of 
impressiveness and picturesque color, of which many spectators complained, 
was a matter of design, not merely om!ssion. 


Ceremony Over in 48 Minutes. 

The actual ceremony was far shorter than had been expected in view 
of the number of signatures which were to be appended to the treaty and 
the two accompanying conventions, ending a bare 49 minutes after the hour 
set for the opening. The proceedings were carried out without surface in- 
cidents, since the Germans were silent, and the Chinese refusal to sign was 

evident only by the vacant chairs. 

The sole words to be recorded were M. Clemenceau’'s short opening al- 
locution, with its brief stern warning to the Germans, and bis equally terse 
phrases declaring the ceremony closed. The intervening three-quarters of 
an hour was marked by the scratching of big goose quills or modern stee! 
pens, whick most of the delegates preferred for signature, and the steady 
procession of delegation after delegation to the seats at the three tables 
within the enclosures upon which the documefts were placed for signature. 

Contrary to expectations, the Germans were called upon to sign first, 

and no precedence was given M. Clemenceau, Prebident Wilson or Lioyd 
George, who, in the peace treaty, appear only as members of the respective 
delegations, and discard the dignities and responsibilities which during the 
negotiations were summed up in the phrase, “The Big Three.” 


Germans Show No Emotion.

NEW YORK, June 28.—The Eve-, 
ning Post, in its copyrighted weekly | 
financial review, says: 

“Financial markets have a habit) 
when news of high importance, but 
which is not a complete surprise, | 
confront them, of acting in a manner | 
which nobody had expected. This 
Was 80, as everyone remembers, the 
week when the armistice was signed. 
All Wall Street expected a stock mar- 
ket of wild excitement and violent- 
ly rising prices; what the market did 
was to. stand still, as if it took no 
interest in the news. 

“When the world was awaiting 
Germany's acceptance of the final 
terms of peace there were two pre- 
dictions, The market would rise 
enthusiastically because of the news, 
or it would decline on realizing sales, 
because ‘the good fhews was all out. 
The news’ was received an hour ocr 
two before the market closed Mon- 
day, but prices again stood practical- | 
ly motionless. During the rest of 
that week prices alternately declined 
and recovered; even the outside pub- 
lic’s interest in the market slackened 
in such degree that the series of 
‘million-share days’ was interrupted 
for the first time in 10 weeks. 

Market Is Not Excited. 

“The common explanation of both 
incidents is that no one can get ex- 
cited over what everyone had expect- 
ed; that when an event which had 
been the objective point of a long- 
continued speculation actually hap- 
pens, the market will have loat its 
immediate objective. In other words, 
it must find some new basis for en- 
thusiasm, and meantime will be apt 
to give more attention to other mat- 
ters which had been neglected in thea 
absorption of the financial mind in 
the one supreme consideration. 

“Last November, as we now can 
see, the new considenations were the 
possibility (previously unsuspected) 
of the lapse of central Europe into 
Bolshevism, and the other possibility 
(previously ignored) of a precipl- 
tous decline in prices of our products, 
with resultant business’ reaction. 
These influences continued to domi- 
nate financial markets during the 
three ensuing months. It its very 
possible that we shall again have! 
some new points of view to influence | 
the market, with the treaty signed 
and the war officially ended. 

"The evil possibilitts are for the 
most part political. They exist be- 
cause we do not yet know what will 
occur in central Europe after its 
final surrender, and perhaps because 
there !s no absolute certainty, after 
the curious incidents of the last few 
weeks at Washington, as to what will 
happen with Congress in its present 
mood—as regards either the treaty, 
or the railways, or the general atti- 
tude toward legislation. For the mo- 
ment, it is probably safe to say that 
no great anxiety exists in good finan- 
clal circles over either consideration. 

Conditions tn Europe. 

“It is possible that some unpleas- 
ant economic facts will come to light 
in Europe, when the belligerent states 
turn to the work of peace again. 
But one may reasonably doubt if any 
greater pessimism could arise, or tho 
points of weakness and distress re- 
celve more emphasis than has been 
the case while Europe remained in 
the middie state, which was neither 
peace nor war. 

“There will be many unexpected 
turns in the course of events eco- 
nomic. A week which, even before 
the signing of the treaty has wit- m 
nessed the United States exporting | 
gold jn quantity, and the Belgian and 

yerman steel makers underselling 
England in the neutral markets, sug- 
gests a chapter of interesting devel- 
opment. But on the whole, with the 
work of reconstruction thoroughly 
under way, they should be of a char- 
acter to cause reassurance, not de- 
spondency. 

“As to what influence of financial 
sentiment and financial markets will 
be exerted by the coming season's 
economic developments in our own | 
country, that depends almost entirely |

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How the itinerant merchant who buys the things you don’t 
want turns them into a profit at the St. Louis “curb- 
stone markets” — The story of the discarded Prince 
Albert — Romance of the business — Many make for- 
tunes at it—How it was boosted by wartime conditions 


OW many times have you wondered 
what became of the cast-off clothes of 
West End folks? Did you ever see your 
last year's Prince Albert on dress parade 
in front of a negro church while you 
were driving by with your family for a 
Sunday outing? 

Your wife knows the secret of the mysterious disap- 
pearance of your discarded raiment. She remembers 
the very day that a man came to your door and she 
sold him a whole bundle out of stuff of the attic. 

But how did the colored preacher get that Prince 
Albert? A visit to a certain section of St. Louis most 
any afternoon will give you the answer. 

Only the other day a curbstone second-hand clothing 
vendor stood on a soap box near Thirteenth and Carr 
streets. ‘Here, here,’ he called to an aged negro, un- 
mistakably a dignitary of the colored church. “This 
is the very stuff for you. Your flock’ll like your looks 
great in this next Sunday. It'll be a knockout.” 


And he stroked a high silk hat, perched on the 
head of a wooden dummy that stood on the edge of 
the curbing. 

The old colored preacher musingly fingered the wisp 
of gray whiskers that hung from beneath a heavy lip. 
He walked a little closer to the dummy. Then he 
reached out slowly and removed its glistening head- 
gear. He took off the rusty old hat he wore and 
that was so large it came down well over his ears and 
drooped almost to his cheeks. Then he “tried on” 
the fine, glossy hat that was offered by the curbstone 
mrehant. It slipped down over his ears and all but 
enveloped the furrowed black face. 


“No, no,’ correeted the peddler as he deftiv tipped 
the front of the hat brim and pushed the headpiece 
well over the back of the woolly top of the prospec- 
tive purchaser. “You wear ‘em a little further back. 
They look better that way.” 

The darky grinned. He knew it was a wily piece 
of deception. But what if it didn't fit? Wouldn't it 
make a fine impression on his congregation when he 
walked up the steps of the church Sunday morning? 
He was tempted. The vendor began to clinch the 
deal. “Yep, that come from one of the swellest birds 
ion the West End,” he continued. “Ain't been wore but 
p little bit. Set me back two bucks and a half to git 
it, but if you want it I'll make it to you for even $3.” 


There was another admiring inspection of the hat, 
a short dickering, the payment of the customary “four 
bits down" and a promise of weekly installments of 25 
cents, to be paid each Monday in front of a certain 
seloon—and there went your old plug silk. 


But that Wasn't all. Everybody knows that no per- 
fectly fashionable minister could wear a ‘“stovepipe” 
without the frock-tail coat to match. The vendor had 
that in mind. He did not let his victim get away. 

“Now, here’s just what you oughtta have to go with 
that. It'll last fer years. Looks jist about like a fit 
fer you, too. Come over here and we'll try ‘er on once.” 

The black divine laid hie frayed and yellowed coat 
across the soap box while he slipped into the frock- 
tail culled from the stack of garments that laid on 
the walk, 

It sagged in the back, to be sure, but the ebony-hued 
pastor didn’t have time to notice that minor defect. 
The superfluous folds were quickly tucked up im one 
hand of the persuasive merchant, while with 
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generally in a big blue 
duck bag or over their 
arms, down to their 
stands. 


Women engage in 
the business also. 
Some of them are Rus- 
sian Jewesses, some 
of them Syrians and 
some of them Italians. 
Several of them main- 


t- 
. ~~ 


tain stores in tiny 
rooms or “holes-in- 
the-wall” along the narrow thoroughfares of that 
part of the city. But their wares are practically 


all displayed on the sidewalks. There are few 
imside. Chairs and boxes and old curtain poles 
are used effectively in the arrangement of the dis- 
plays. There is a continual chatter and babble of 
tongues in their efforts to dispose of the goods. 
is both fascinating and amusing. More ludicrous is 
the method sometimes employed by these women to 
demonstrate, perhaps to a rather striking, willowy type 
of Italian girl, the effect of the graceful lines of a cer- 
tain frock. The saleswoman drapes her own ungainly 
figure with the dress and with an excited, gleeful, 
“See! See!’’ she promenades the sidewalk to show 
the stunning appearance of the model. 


There is a bit of romance behind this business. For- 
tunes have been gleaned fram the second-hand clothes 
game. Mxny times it has been the vehicle that has car- 
ried men into lucrative mercantile, clothing or other 
flourishing concerns. The investment is trifling and 
the profits are big. An old suit with which you are 
willing to part for a dollar (and at that figure you may 
calculate you're making “velvet”) will bring from $3 
to $8 or $9 on the curb. You are glad to get a half-dol- 
lar for your old “plug” hat, like the preacher bought 
for an “even three.”” Maybe you'll “throw in’ an odd 
coat or pair of trousers in the bargain. And they are 
“turned” for 75 cents or a dollar apiece. Your wife feels 
lucky to rid herself of a pile of half a dozen or more 
old dresses for the price of a matinee ticket—just to 
get them out of the way and make more room in the 
closet. They are real bargains at the curbstone mar- 
ket for 50 cents and upwards each. 


The war offered a special opportunity for old clothes 
dealers to “clean up.’ Thousands of persons who used 
to burn or otherwise destroy used clothing sold it to 
second-hand men during the war. They were prompted 
to do it for patriotic reasons. The Government ever- 
lestingly preached saving; saving of clothing, saving 
of food and saving of money. So the old clothes man 
reaped a rich harvest. 


Only recently an old-clothes dealer bought an apart- 
ment house in the West End. His family moved into 
one of the apartments. They kept a car in‘a nearby 
garage. They formerly Hved in a hovel downtown. 
Now they are rich—on old clothes. 

Sam Bronstein, a bond broker with offices in the 
Central National Bank Building on Olive street, was 
a curbvstone merchant in his earlier years. As a news 
boy he sold papers on the street and extended credit to 
és patrons, later calling at their homes to gather up 
eld clothes in payment for subscriptions. Every sum- 
mer he bought hundreds of second-hand zar- 


the other he smoothed down the satin neck 
part and slyly commented that & “couldn't fit 
better if ye’d been poured into ft.” 

In another moment the peddler had care- 
fully folded the coat and had it hanging on 
the arm of the preacher. Another gale had 
been consummated. 

There went your Prince Albert. 

And as the decrepit old colored leader 
trudged proudly down the street the vendor 
tlapped his hands and shouted shrilly from 
the improvised auction stand on the soap box 
to attract the attention of another buyer. 

There are many such dealers in this same 
district. From Twelfth street west for half 
a dozen blocks, or more, on Franklin, Mor- 
gan, Carr and other nearby streets there are 
dozens of curbstone merchants almost exactly 
like the one who outfitted the negro minister. 
In the morning hours they wend their way 
through the residence districts of the West 
End, buying the slightly worn or soiled 
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clothes that have been relegated to the attic 
or the remotest corner of the closet. By noon 
their stock is quite complete and they lug it. 
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At the curbstone market. The 
old clothes man sees a possible 
customer for the tall silk hat.

in the cotton fields. From this beginning he was 
enabled to buy a clothing store. When greater suc- 
cess came to him he abandoned the clothing business 
to enter the financial world. 

Even now Sam hies back occasionally to his old 
haunts over in the old-clothes district to talk shop for 
a few minutes with some of the street dealers. The 
game has it’s fascination.

Only One Way to Treat Cancer 


HIGHLY important discussion on cancer, talen 
part in by many of the leading physicians and 
surgeons of New York, which took place at a 
meeting of the Bronx County Medical Society, 

is reported in the Medical Record. It followed the 
reading of a paper by Dr. Isaac Levin, clinical profes- 
sor of cancer research, New York University and Belle- 
vue Hospital Medical College, and chief of the depart- 
ment of cancer research, Montefiore Hospital. 


Dr. Levin described and analyzed the latest discov- 
eries in cancer, and showed that only the surgeon's 
knife and X-ray or radium treatment held out any 
hope of cure. This will be understood readily when 
one realizes what cancer really is. At some point in 
the body, due to some obscure cause, a cell or normal 
tissue is changed. Now the normal cells of adult or- 
ganisms have no power to proliferate, that is, to mul- 
tiply by division, and they are endowed with differ- 
entiated and highly specialized functions. A cancer 
cell is one that has lost its specialized functions and 
acquired the power to proliferate. This proliferation 


by division goes on until there are many cells, and 


these invade and destroy the surrounding tissues. 

Some of the cells are taken up by the lymph and trans- 

ported to distant parts of the body, where they lodge 

cancer. 

is because of this tendency to migrate to distant 

points that surgery alone is successful in only a small 

r of cases, for it is impossible for the surgeon 

to know if such a migration has already taken 

place. And, if it has, of course, cutting out 

the original cancer does not remove the new 
one. 

About $0 per cent of us have a natural im- 
munity to cancer. And it seems that in some 
cases the organs attacked react and wall off 
the cancer with tissue that it cannot pene- 
trate, thus effecting a spontaneous cure. These 
cases are rare, however. 

Radium works in the foHNowing way: First, 
it inhibits the proliferating power of the can- 
cer cells, that is, it stops their ability to mul- 
tiply by division; then it destroys them, or at 
least leaves them in a condition in which they 
degenerate and die. 

Every effort to find a medicine or vaccine 
against cancer has failed, forthe disease is 
purely local. The most effective treatment is 
a correct combination .f surgery, X-ray and 
radium.

These fruit juices, still or sparkling, but unfermented, 
will doubtless take the place of wine when the present 
dwindling private stocks of the latter are exhausted, 
and for the majority of moderate drinkers, who sel- 
dom take enough to “feel” it, they will answer in fair 
measure the esthetic and sociable requirements of 
wine.

HANCE and a good Samaritan working 
in delightful harmony have permanently 
and most effectively removed little Ernest 
Smith from the threatened horrors of “No 
Boy's Land.’ This sturdy little fellow, 
whose manifold afflictions formed the basis 
for an article in the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine of May 4, need have no worry now because 
his blindness keeps him out of the school for the deaf 
and dumb, while his total inability to hear or speak 
bars him from the privileges and advantages of the 
Missouri School for the Blind. His good Samaritan, 
ably backed by his volunteer foster parent and the 
whole-hearted teamwork attending the entire affair, 
has provided a home, ia future and an education that 
will be as thorough as that given Miss 
Helen Keller, that wonderful woman 
who rose above and beyond the same 
infirmities that now shut out the light, 
sound and speech from this child’s 
world. 


Ernest Smith is now at Cape Cod, 
Mass., with Miss Vinnie Forbush, a 
special teacher, who will undertake to 
give him the identical course of study 
and training that was given Miss Keller 
by Miss Anne Mansfield Sullivan, who 
is now Mrs. John A. Macy. Next Sep- 
tember he will enter Perkins Institu- - 
tion and Massachusetts School for the 
Blind, where Miss Keller received her 
education. Miss Forbush, who will 
give her entire time to this one pupil, 
is a special teacher of high rank in 
Boston and has specialized in the 
training of the blind and of deaf mutes. 
Her training was received at the Hor- 
ace Mann School for the Deaf, and she 
has tong given all her attention to this 
character of instruction. With such a 
teacher and outlook, not to mention the 
thorough arrangements already perfected for his future 
maintenance, Ernest Smith will be equipped to tgke 
care of himself, despite all the handicaps thrust upon 
him so early in his life. 

If anything, Ernest is, or rather was, in a much more 
difficult situation than Miss Keller, as she had loving 
parents, who were willing to sacrifice their all for the 
sake of their sadly afflicted child. Not so in Ernest’s 
case. He has never known father or mother and since 
his earliest babyhood he has been the ward of some or- 
ganization or another, seeking to help the poor and the 
afflicted. Moved from one agency to another, each do- 
ing its part to the best of its capacity, he, at the age of 
11, found himself the ward of the St. Louis Board of 
Children’s Guardians, which, in the operation of its 
system, found him a home with a private family on San 
Francisco avenue. It was due to the combination of 
Ernest’s afflictions that his plight was called to the 
attention of Col. Martin J. Collins, vice president of the 
Graham Paper Co., member of the Governor’s staff and 
president of the Board of Managers of the Missouri 
School for the Blind. 

The boy had been attending the Central School for 
the Deaf at 818 South King’s highway, and did well 
until his blindness, which had afflicted him from in- 
fancy, became well-nigh total, which necessitated his 
removal to the blind school for further education. Here 
there was difficulty, because the system is limited to 
boys and girls who can speak and hear. It was then 
that Collins, who has a fondness for children at all 
times, and especially those who seemingly have no one 
else to care for them, became interested, and once he 
got started developments came in a hurry for Ernest 
Smith. Collins went to Jefferson City while the Legis- 
lature was in session and tried to have an appropriation 
made that would enable the School for the Blind to em- 
ploy a special tutor. 

It was a bad time to visit the State capital, as the 
Legislature was busy raising salaries, cutting down ap-

propriations for elee- 
mosynary institu-- 
tions and passing the 
mud-road bills;

to consider the woes 
of Ernest Smith; and 
besides, there was 
the Constitution 
looking on in silent 
horror at the very thought of such a 
thing. It was then that Collins un- 
dertook to get some of his friends interested to the ex- 
tent of providing a fund to hire a teacher. At this stage, 
little Ernest for the first time in his dark and silent life 
found his way into print, or rather had such attention 
forced upon him through the medium of the Post-Dis- 
patch Sunday Magazine, and if the solemn assurance 
of Collins is to be accepted, Ernest’s guardian angel 
was up and doing about that same time. 

It was on Sunday, May 4, that a business trip brought 
Maurice Wolfe, president of the Meteor Motor Car Co. 
of Piqua, O., to St. Louis, and Mrs. Wolfe happened to 
come along. They spent the day resting at their hotel 
and read the Post-Dispatch. Because Mrs. Wolfe had 
been reading the story of Helen Keller’s life, the case 
of the Smith child made a decided impression on her 
mind. This shortly crystallized into a decision, which 
met with emphatic support from her husband. Though 
the day was Sunday, they decided to locate the boy, 
and after repeated calls on various telephones, they 
reached Collins, who was catching up with some of his 
work in his office downtown. Having gladly under- 
taken the responsibility of foster father for the unfortu- 
nate boy, he was quick to enter into the big plan of 
the Wolfes to provide training and a home on the same 
scale of thoroughness that attended the education of 
Miss Keller. He drove them to the home where the boy 
was quartered and there they spent the greater part 
of the afternoon. 

That Sunday decided the future of Ernest Smith and 
relieved the Missouri Legislature of any further so- 
licitation for a special teacher for the boy who just 
didn’t quite fit in with any scheme devised for the af- 
flicted. Since then the Wolfes, from their.home at 
Piqua, and Collins, handling the St. Louis end of the 
negotiations, have made all the arrangements covering 
the boy’s future. This explains why the boys out on 
San Francisco avenue miss the company of the queer 
little chap, who, though blind and unable to hear or 
speak, insisted on running about with them, and even

climbing fences when the play called for such violent 
exercise. It also tells why some of the shopkeepers up 
in that district feel that they have lost a friend, for 
Ernest knew them all, and had a way of making them 


understand that he wanted their friendship. He always’ 


carried his smile with him and when he ran into a door 
or bumped against anything else that happened to be in 
his sightless way, he never cried or let it be known 
that he was really hurt. 


The investigation conducted by the wealthy Ohio bene- 
factor of the afflicted boy convinced him that there 
was material in the little fellow’s makeup that was well 
worth development, especially along lines of his me- 
chanical tastes. He found that by exercising the 


.senses that remained with him the child was able to do 


many things that-would never occur to a normal boy of 
11 years. Placed in a workshop where there were tools 

and machinery, this little boy would move about the 

floor and make a thorough investigation of his sur- 

roundings, in the meanwhile making a wonderful use of 

his senses of smell and touch. Then he would try to 

get his hands on the tools and show that he knew their 

various functions. Being a thorough mechanic himself, 

Wolfe was amazed at the energy and initiative of such 

a young and pathetically afflicted child. He was deeply 

moved and his wife, who aided in the investigation, was 

similarly impressed. Having no children of their own 

and sharing a deep affection for childhood, they never * 
faltered, once they started out to do something worth 

while for the boy who could feel the sunshine and en- 

joy the things he could neither see nor hear. 


While they were making their arrangements, a fund 
of $2200 was raised by Collins, the original purpose of 
which was to supply the special teacher at the blind 
school. There were 22 donors, each subscribing $100 
and through an arrangement approved 
by all concerned the amount will be de- 
posited to the credit of the “Ernest 
Smith Fund” and will be held for any 
emergency that mag ensue. The sub- 
scribers to the fund were Col. Collins, 
Edwin A. Lemp, Gus von Brecht, Clar- 
ence H. Howard, Gov. Frederick D. 
Gardner, A. L. Shapleigh, P. B. Fouke, 
J. C. Reid, Benjamin Gratz, Walter V. 
Scholz, P. E. Conroy, E. T. Williams, 
George D. Markham, S. S. Pingree, S. 
L. Willson, J. P. Tirrill, Festus J. Wade, 
W. K. Bixby, Nathan Frank, Murray 
Carleton, G. A. Buder and Edward 
Hidden. None of this money will be 
used by Mr. Wolfe in his plan of 
equipping the boy for his future station 
in life and the fund will be permitted 
to grow until Ernest is of age. 

When Ernest was taken to Piqua, 
where he stopped to spend a few days 
with his benefactor and benefactress it 
was the first time in his life that he had 
traveled on a railroad train, and though he could not 
hear or see what it was all about, he lost no time in get- 
ting his investigation started once he was escorted to 
the Pullman and assigned his berth. He was accompa- 
nied by Collins and Supt. S. M. Green of the Missouri 
School for the Blind. The boy was thrilled with this 
novel experience and could hardly be forced to bed, as 
his investigation was uppermost in his mind and the 
other passengers in the car were all willing to aid him 
in his researches. Nothing in that sleeper escaped the 
boy, even though he could not see or hear. He felt 
everything from one end to the other and the vibra- 
tions that passed through his body told him that he 
was moving, and at a very rapid rate, much faster 
than he had ever moved before. His study of the 
berth after it was meade up was watched with keen in- 
terest by the men and women passengers, who were at 
a loss to understand how a child so badly afflicted could 
be in such a merry mood. 

Ernest’s day at the large plant of the Meteor Motor 
Car Co. at Piqua doubtless will long linger in his hap- 
pier recollections. This factory, which employs some 
250 men and a few women, manufactures motor hearses 
and phonographs, and as President Wolfe has some 
strong convictions on the subject of industrial democ- 
racy, he has a large welfare organization in his estab- 
lishment. One of his practices is to provide a bonus to 
encourage saving among his workers. Under this ar- 
rangement, $1 per week is added to the savings accounts 
of those who regularly deposit something out of each 
week's pay. If an employe puts away only $1, the com- 
pany adds another, which is tantamount to a bonus of 
$52 per year to those who save something each weekly 
payday. In addition to this arrangement, he maintains 
an insurance plan which protects his men against dis- 
ability, retirement and death: Labor troubles in his 
factory are unknown and a spirit of co-operation and 
understanding permeates every department from the 
front office to the coal bins. .

realize that he is in no danger at all. 
He will be able to fall into his stroke 
and even forget that he was imperiled. 
“Every swimmer, no matter how skilled 
he may be, is liable at some time to find 
himself in this situation, and very often 
he continues to struggle along with this 
handicap, exhausting his strength with 
every stroke until his limbs are numbed 


and helpless, and then if help is not 
given at once, he is going to drown. If 
he would only bear in mind when he 
first feels the water in his windpipe that 
he must get rid of it at once, and that 
the result can be achieved quickly, there 
would be a wonderful diminution in the 
number of accidental drownings and we 
would hear much less about ‘cramps.’ ‘The 
water that is inhaled through the mouth 
or nose and gets in the breathing pas- 
sages is infinitely worse than the larger 
quantities that get into the stomach, and 
when one realizes what an easy thing it 
is to get relief he really marvels why 
good swimmers so completely lose their 
heads as to forget what is so manifestly 
the proper thing to do. 

“Those who go to the aid of a drowning 
person, or one who seems to be in such 
danger, should bear in mind that this 
first aid should be given without wait- 
ing to get the one who is in distress 
ashore. If he has been struggling to 
catch his breath he may perish before 
he can be helped to the bank. It is a sim- 
ple thing imdeed to apply the pressure 
necessary to force out the water and thus 
restore the arrested respiration. Those 
who go to the help of drowning men or 
women should never neglect this essential 
requirement. It is better, of course, to 
follow the safer method which I have un- 
dertaken to illustrate, because drowning 
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stand up on all occasions. 
But if the safer method cannot be readily 
employed, the other plan must be resorted 
to, as the relief must not be delayed a 
second, and the good samaritan is taking 
chances in a very worthy cause. 


“Then we have the foolish people, who 
go in for a hard swim right after a 
hearty meal, with the stomach filled with 
food and the digestive organs working 
overtime. Men, and women, too, meet 
with quick mishaps for this reason, and 
then the old-school theorists come along 
and charge it up to ‘cramps.’ In reality 
it is the heart that is making all the 
trouble, and when you stop to think you 
will agree that that very important organ 
is justified in its misconduct. These seiz- 
ures are very quick and violent, yet many 
who have been taken out apparently dead 
were brought around after vigorous re- 
storative application. 

There is absolutely no excuse for such 
gambling with death, but despite the long 
history of fatal consequences you will see 
people do this thing over and over again. 
Many of the distressing tales that come 
with the Sundays in the outing season are 
directly traceable to such indiscretions. 
People go out for recreation and, having 
their lunch baskets along, they proceed to 
eat heartily and then plunge into the cool 
water for a swim. When they are res- 
cued, if it should be their good fortune to 
be saved, they wonder just how it hap- 
pened: it all came on so suddenly, you 
know. 

“Another point that cannot be handled 
with too much emphasis is the treatment 
given the limp victims who are taken out 
apparently dead and rolled upon. the 
shore by their would-be rescuers. In the 


excitement and confusion easily accounted | 
for on such occasions, people are liable | 


to forget, hence it is not unusual that 


breathe, even though the respiratory or- 
gans are striving hard to resume their 
normal functions. Care should accord- 
ingly be taken, when the artificial respira- 
tion is under way, to raise the head on 
a stone, a pile of sand or a coat, thus 
permitting the unrestricted passage of 
the air to where it is most needed. In 
the early stage of the treatment, before 
the subject is placed on his back, the 
pressure on the stomach and chest should 
be employed regularly, about 15 times per 
minute, whether it is the Silvester or the 
Shaeffer method that is used. 

“The pressure must be gradual and 
the hands should be withdrawn quickly. 
This creates the suction necessary to 
draw the air where it must go if the per- 
son is to be revived. Very often this is 
overlooked by those who seek; with the 
best of intentions, to give aid.

HOULD a poor man permit a rich woman to 
marry him? 

The question is raised again—that ancient 
problem—by romances in the Tuck-French 
family, one growing green as the other turns 
gray.

In his “Froken Julie,” Strindberg sets down an in- 
terpretation of the moving forces behind the marriages 
of the lofty lady and the lowly man. He aspires to 
the high perches and the golden eggs; she 
yearns down for her leaven of clay. One 
quite as natural as the other, for the high 
wines of election make the palate feverish for 
humble water, just as the thin fluid of pov- 
erty fills one with emptiness for the unattain- 
able Falernian. Palates weary of marchpane, 
nostrils of patchouli. They strain for the 
unknown common savor of dry bread and the 
reputed sweetness of the soil. Quite sufficient , 
explanation, this, of the why of such unions; 
justification enough for either side. But the 
agitation quandary persists. 

Should a man do it? This postulates the 
more concrete query: Can he do it success- 
fully? Frankly, I do not intend to answer. 
I am too wise and not wise enough. Instead, 
let us, with careful legal circumspection, ad- 
duce and contemplate the evidence, Let us, 
like Solomon, put the rival claims to the hu- 
man test. ; 

The examples, which make up the evidence 
in a matter of this sort, are numerous enough.

He had landed at-Philadelphia, proceeded to New York, visited West Point and then traveled through 


the West, visiting the principal cities. 


He arrived here from Alton on the evening of Wednesday, Sept. 


26, 1860, on the steamboat City of Alton, considered a palatial craft in those days. 


As the vessel reached the levee, it happened that the steamer Florence, bearing the Second U. 
Regiment, started for Omaha, and as it passed the City of Alton Col. 


S. Infantry 
Miles ordered the regimental band to 


parade upon the deck, where it played “Hail Columbia” and ‘God Save the Queen.” 


The Prince and his retinue took rooms at Barnum’s Hotel, a structure at Second.and W 


Inut streets, which 


has since been pulled down, and which was managed for years by a brother of the showman, Phineas T. 


Barnum. In the suite were the Duke of Newcastle, 
Major-General Robert Bruce, Lord Lyons, British Am- 
bassador at Washington; Maj. Teasdale, Capt. Gray, 
Dr. Ackland and Messrs. Englehart, Jenner and Warne. 
The Prince himself rejoiced in the titles of Albert 
Edward, Prince of Wales, Duke of Saxony, Duke of 
Cornwall and Rothsay, Earl of Chester and Carpack, 
Baron Renfrew and Lord of the Isles. 


Out of respect for the visitor’s incognito, no formal 
functions were held in his honor, but on the evening 
of his arrival Mayor O. D. Filley and Capt. Harper, 
president of the St. Louis Fair Association, called upon 
the Duke of Newcastle and arranged a program for 
the following day. It happened to be “Fair Week,” an 
event which drew crowds to St. Louis from other parts 
of the State and from Illinois. 


On the next morning the dignitaries of the city called 
at the hotel and were presented to the Prince. Many 
picturesque details of this function are recalled by the 
only surviving member ofthe delegation, former Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Charles P. Johnson, now in _ his 
eighty-fourth year. He was at the time City Attorney, 
having been elected the preceding year. 

“T recall,’’ says Gov. Johnson, “that Mayor F.lley, 
who was a very plain and democratic man, was anxious- 
ly exercised over a fine point of etiquette. It was 
whether the chief executive of a sovereign American 
city should so far commit himself to aristocratic usages 
as to don, in deference to the future ruler of a mon- 
arehy; a pair of white kid gloves. The problem was de- 
- bated pro and con by the arbiters of elegance at the 
city hall, then on Chestnut street. It was finally de- 
cided that not only should the Mayor equip himself 
with these effete coverings for the hands, but that all 
of the delegation should follow his example. 

“So, on the morning of Sept. 27, when we lined up 
at the city hall to walk to Barnum’s Hotel, all of us 
wore white kid gloves, and besides had decked our- 
selves out in our very best clothes. We had consider- 
able trouble in persuading the Judge of the City Court, 
Thomas J. Daly, member of, an influential family of 
politicians, to accompany us. The great Irish famine 
had occurred recently and Irish lecturers had circulated 
through the West, relating the woes of their country 
and soliciting subscriptions for the starving Irish. 
Daly, an Irishman, was loath to take part in a func- 
tion in honor of the son of Queen Victoria, but was 
finallyy persuaded to attend. The argument with 
which he was won over was that he Jyrould not be 
present as an individual but~as an official representing 
a city which could not be lax in offering hospitality to 
a stranger. This plea of hospitality was one which 
his Irish chivalry could not nesist. 

“So we atarted out, led by the Mayor. There were 
most of the members of the Board ef Aldermen, the City 
Treasurer and Comptroller, the Hon. Bdward Bates and 
several other officials. The Prince and his company 
of gemlemen received us in their suite, and we were 
presented one by one. I cannot remember what the 
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Albert Edward, then Prince of Wales, as he 

appeared when he visited St. Louis in 1860, 

when he was 19. He afterwards became Ed- 

ward VII and was the grandfather of the 
present Prince. 


Prince said to me as I was presented—it was some con- 
ventional salutation. He referred to his pleasure in 
visiting the United States, his particular pleasure in 
visiting St. Louis and his most particular pleasure in 
meeting ourselves. Yes, he was well sctrooled in what 
to say, for,in the Duke of Newcastle he had a mentor 
who was a splendd@ instructor and diplomat. 

“Tl examined the Prince with extreme curiosity. From 
books I had imbibed the most romantic notions of 
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The Prince of Wales, who is expected to 
visit St. Louis in August. This picture was 
taken last spring. 


Kings and Princes, and I remember a slight feeling 
of disillusionment. I could not help adniitting to my- 
self, as I looked about on the company, that some of the 
young men in our party were quite as fine looking 
as he. 

“Yet he was an attractive young man, of gracious 
and cordial manners and of modest bearing. He was 
slim and light of build, but with a loék of health in 
his frame and ruddy cheeks. His face was very pleas- 
ant, but, of course, at that early age his features had 
not fully formed, and had no marked characteristics. 
He seemed about the same as one of our own agreeable, 
nice-looking boys. 

“I do not think he shook hands with any of us, but 
acknowledged each presentation merely with a formal 
and gracious inclination. Thus we were relieved of the 
puzzle of what we should do about our gloves in case 
he proferred a handclasp. é 

“The Duke of Newcastle, an imposing figure, the very 
type of the high-born and educated Englishman, made 
a favorable impression upon ue all. There was no 
ostentation at all during the reception, and after the 
presentations many of us had short chats with mem- 
bers of the Prince's suite. All of them, except the 
mdlitary “efficers, wore plain clothes, without medals 
or decorations. I was greatly struck by the simplicity 
of the occasion.”
